1, The following paragraphs contain summary statements of the number 
and state of r e a d i ness of Belabors Operations Base staybehind agents in each 
of the eight SJGQH Unconventional Warfare areas. Attached we individual 
agent states reports, arranged by U^f Ares, which are self-explanatory, 

A. U/W Area #1 

1) Of the four agents presently eonssittod to this area, only 
tvs can be considered viable assets and neither of these 
is completely trained or capable of satisfactorily perform- 
ing his wartime mission. £3BffiAMSB-h, one of the original 
F/A’s* has developed a vwy weak memory as a result of a 
severe head injury received in !$£?• He could not be 
trusted to handle mere than the most uncomplicated tasks 
such as providing safehouse facilities. 

2) OBSSJJ85&-S3 has consistently failed to show up for sched- 
uled meetings, has not carried out any of the instructions 
given him through GRBLAMKD-ib, has received no training mad 
has displayed complete lack of interest* 

3) The remaining tec, GEiffiAMSB-26 (P/A) and GRBUffiD-31 (W/T), 
are only partially trained but appear to be capable Indivi- 
duals nho should perform satiaf ac torily after they have re- 
ceived sufficient training, 
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B. UyfoArea #2 

This is the only area in •which we have complete and competent 
coverage* The three W/T agents - GRIMPASTE, GI&AUNGH-2 end 
GHLAUlxaf-A/9 - are fully trained and capable operators and 
have full cosgilementa of W/T equipment. The fourth agent, 
GELAUKGH-l (P/A), although he has received little formal 
tradseraft training, has absorbed considerable knowledge through 
his six years association with KURARK, Be is a very able man 
possessing strong leadership qualities and should, with little 
additional instruction, be fully capable of satisfactory perfor- 
mance. 

C. p/w Area #3 

There era no SOB agents resident in this area* GJUMPASTS has 
conditionally agreed to cover this ami provided ha is unable 
to remain and operate in Area #2* There is a still distant 
prospect of recruiting a replacement for GRLAITHEH-3 (W/f opera- 
tor) . This person is a resident of Area #3* 

B. U/W Area fh 

1) At the moment there are five agents associated with this 
area although none of them actually live within its boun- 
dariee. GRREFAIR-k (p/a) docs not have asgr wartime mission 
and is expected to evacuate Austria if possible* He repre- 
sents a potentially dangerous security problem in that ha has 
intimate knowledge of all of the agents (except GRAVIMETRX-k) 
assigned to this area and his occupational and political posi- 
tion make him very suscep table to incarceration and possibly 
extensive interrogation by an occupying Censaunist force. 

2) GKSBPAIK-6 (p/a) and GKREPAIR-16 (a sub-agent to GHRIPAIR-6) 
are still in the initial stages of clandestine training and 
cannot yet be considered capable of performing their respec- 
tive mission* . GRREPAIR-18 (w/t operator trainee) has recei- 
ve no training in either W/T or tradecraft and could not pre- 
sently be used in his primary role* 

3) GRAVIMETRX-1* (trained W/T agent) is not known to any of the 
other agents in this area nor does he have any knowledge of 
them. Although he could probably carry oat his wartime mis- 
sion alone, he could be used to much better advantage if he 
were put into contact with a responsible P/A« Under present 
conditions it would probably be best to link him with GR- 
REPAIR-6 even though they are physically separated at the 
moment by approximately 100 kilometers. 
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1) aim-? (P/A) and OBREPAIR-lS (W/f operator trainee) 
are the only agents presently assigned to this area* 

They have no knowledge of each other* Neither of then 
has reached the midway point in training although both 
are progressing very wedl. They could not* at this mo- 
ment, he counted on to properly carry out their wartime 
mission, but QMSPAIH-7, given a good W/T communications 
channel, could do a reasonably good job with specific in- 
structions from idle B/W Base. 

2) Another person has been spotted and my be recruited as 
QHREPAIR-T's primary W/f operator* If and when this man 
is recruited and fully trained, QHSEPAIR-15 will either 
be assigned to another p/a or held as a reserve operator 
for Area #5* 

F. u/w Area 

Of the arms in which we have assets, U/W Area #6 Is the weak- 
est in tanas of recruited end trained personnel* Only one agent, 
GRREPAUfc-p (P/A) , has been obtained for this area and he has not 
yet received any specific instruction in clandestine trade craft. 
He has* however* spotted a number of people for wartime recruit- 
ment trad has suggested his brother for training an d use as a W/T 
agent. Lacking training and a w/T channel, 0BBEFAIR-9 cannot, 
at this time, be expected to aceongjlish his assigned mission. 

G. U/V Areas # 7 and § 

SOB has no staybehind assets in these areas as of the date of 
this report* nor do we hove any imme di at e prospect of obtaining 
any* Plans are presently being formulated (involving one-time 
use of persons immigrating to PBFRU® for spotting sad recruit- 
ing operations) which we hope will eventually provide coverage 
of these arms* 

8. In the future SOB will net forward individual agent contact reports, 
but will prepare bi-monthly U/W Area Status Reports similar to, but more ex- 
tensive than, the present project progress reports. This reporting will be 
staggered* i* e.* four areas to be written up each month, and will commence 
on 1 January 1959 for U/W Areas 1* 3, 5 and 7 (1 February 1 959 for Areas 2, U, 
6 and 8). In addition SOB will forward semi-annually an overall status re- 
port along the lines of this dispatch which will include individual agent as- 
sessments such as are attached hereto* 
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3. We will, of coarse, continue to report information of more immed- 
iate importance (security problems, biographic data on new agent prospects, 
recruitments, terminations, etc.) en a eontenporery basis*
